OU having in a late Review appear*d 
willing to do us that Juſtice, which 
the Cale requires in the Aﬀair of the 
Lunatick, whoſe Story you told in the Re- 
die Of No. 70. We take the Liberty to lay 
before you the true State of the Caſe ; , 
That the general Part of the Story, as re- 
pretented to you and by you to the World, 
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y be true, ve are not concert''d to diſpute; 
Thar there is a certain young Woman left 
with a very good Fortune, ana wholly at her 
own Diſpoſe ; That being Lunatick, ſhe has 
been taken torcibly from her Lodging, and in 
order to her Cure confin'd.and all the general 
Parts of the ing we are not ſolſieitous 
about : nor are we backward to on, that this 
has been done by the Procurement of h# 
neareſt Relations, even as they expreſs it in 
the Letter, n own Mother and two Brothery 
and we are not out of H bur that its be- 
ing the Act and Deed of Perſons ſo nearly 
related, will more eaſily perſwade the think- 
ing Part of the World to believe, that Hu- 
manity is not ſo-entirely baniſhed from the 
World, as to make it potſible, that the Story 
can be true in all its avations, as the Au- 
thors of that Letter hade ſet ſorth. 

We ſhall therefore, in as ſhort a manner as 
this Affair will allo, endeavour to put this 
Matter in a clear Light, and place the thing 
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in its native Dreis; ſtrip't of thoſe falſe Con- 
ſtructions theſe Gentlemen have put upon it. 

In order to this, we firſt make it clear; 
that the Behaviour of the Perſon gave us all 
the Reaſon in the World to believe her Lu- 
natick : That we not only beliey'd ſo our 
ſelves, but had the concurring Opinion of a- 
bundance of Witneſles, — Phyficians, 
and all unbiaſs'd in Matters of Intereſt ; and 
that we ſtill are confirm'd in that Opinion, 
and believe with a Non Chſtenre to Lucid In- 
tervals, ſhe ſtill remains ſo. 

That being fix'd in our Belief of her Di- 
ſtemper, we thought it our Duty as Rela- 
tions, to take Care of her ; and ſhall make ir 
appear,that all our Praceedings with her have 
been ſuitablgto our Care of her Health, and 
the Afﬀectzag;of Relations ; and that if any 
Violences hMe been offer'd, they were * 
ſuch as hes den Obſtinary forc'd upon her 
ſelf, or unknown to any of us her Relations, 

That whatever Cavils at our {Methods 
with her, have been rais'd, our Intentions in 
the firſt place have been clear, and cannot be 
cenſur'd ; neither can any part of our Pro- 
ceedings be prov'd to be diſagreeing with 
— ntentions, or with Honeſty, Affection 
or Prudence. : 
And whea'theſe things are made plain, we 
hope the World may have different Notions 
about this Matter, than they now ſeem to 
entertain. 

It was not without great Concern, that we 
who are the neareſt Relations of this young 
Woman had difcern'd the Diſtemper of 
her Brain; which tho' as in her Youth it diſ- 
cover'd it ſelf but in ſmaller Matters, yet gave 
us always a melancholly Proſpect, and made 
us very juſtly uncafie abour her. 

And if the Perſons, - who now pretend to 
be her Directors, think theſe Suggeſtions un- 
reaſonable, and will force the exact Hiſtory 
of her Life to be exhibited to publick View, 
in the enſuing Trials; the World will eaſily 
judge whether it was with reaſon or no, that 
we deem'd her Lunatick. 

Y'Twould be too tedious fur this Letter to 
enunzerate the Excurſions, the Extravagan- 
cies, the Ravings and Inconfiftencies, which 
have run thro* the whole Courſe of the laſt 7 
Years of her Life. 

Her Jealouke of every body's deſigning to 

ther her, her refuſing to drink after ei- 
x 444 Friend or Stranger, refufingto eat with 


her own Father and Mother; fancying they 
pur Poiſon in her Beer and Mercuty into 


her Cloaths, her Extravagancies in her 
ſeveral Lodgings, of which ſhe has had near 
twenty in five Years Tame to their general 
Diſuke ; telling ſome their Rooms were en- 


chanted, others that the Room ſmok't, 2nd 
— deſign d to burn her;getting out of Bed, 

crying Fire in the Night ; telling others 
that they had poiſon'd the Hangi11gs, ſome- 
times refuſing to go to Bed, and trighting the 
People of the Houſes; ſo that they have 
turn d her out of Doors at Midnight; not 
daring to ſleep with her in the Houſe, leſt 
ſhe ſhould ſer it on Fire; wearing Raga, and 
in Nakednets and Naſtyneſs,expoling her ſelf 
in the Streets, and a thouſand Extravagan- 
cies of like Nature; to prove the Truth of 
which we herewith ſend you Copies of Aff 
davits to every particular, which you may 
make as publick as you pleaſe. 

Theſe are but a few of the {range 
Circumſtances of her Condition, and which 
have ferv'd tp. make her the conſtant A Micii- 

of her Family, and T of her Re- 
ations. 

It was ſeveral Vears, that we bore the con- 
tinnal Mortification of this Behaviour, till 
finding it eꝑcreaſe, and loth to ſee one ſo near 
to us, and hom Providence had made fo 

lentiful Proviſion for, ſo continually expo- 
led to all manner of common Inſults even 
in the Streets, we thought it our Duty to 

ce Care of her And ve appeal to 
the very many Perſons in this City of good 
Reputation, who unanimouſly ad vis d us to 
do ſo; whether it did not r to them, 
that ſhe was an eminent Object of the Com- 
aſſion of her Friends, and which they had 

— 1 blameable any longer to 
n 

eing thus fully convinc'd of ber bein 

wholly out of the Government of her ſelf— 
We reſolv'd to do what became ug, to prevent 
her being entirely ruin'd : But in order to act 
both regularly with her, and ſafely for our 
ſelves; foreſceing how forward the World 13 
to cenſure the molt ſincerely intended Meca- 
ſures in ſuch Caſes; We apply ed our ſelves 
to Dr. Tyſon for Advice, as a Perſon whole 
Judgment we thought might be reli:d on. 

e Dr. readily agteed with us in the Sub- 
ſtance, iz. That the Perſon was a proper 
Object of our Care; that ſhe was really Lu- 
nati ck, not fit to be truſt.d with the Govern- 
ment of her ſelf, and that the ought to be 
lookt after. But that we, az well as himſelf, 
2 act ſafely, and as the Law in ſuch Ca- 
ſes directs, adviſed us firſt to take out a Com- 
miſſion of Lunacy - Without which, 
we could not proceed, neither would he med- 
dle with her Cure, unleſs he was fo put in- 
to the Cuſtody of the Law inthe fic 
Place. 4 7V 

How the Dr. came to give any imperfect 
or diſſatisfaciory Account of this * 1 
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Trial, we leave him to defend, he haying 


that ſhe was a Lunatick, and wanted to be 
treated 43 ſuch in order to her Cure 

And ſtill airmis, that tho” he believes, ſue may 
have receieved ſome Helps ſrom Medicine in 
her Confinement ; yet that he'is ſatisfied, ſhe 
is yet a Lunatick, and that Time will diſ- 
cover it. 

The Suggeſtions raiſed by the Letter, that 
all this was done to have the Conduct and 
poſſeſſion of her Eſtate; are ſo malicious, 
that they would merit ſome ſevere Remedy, 
were they not alſo ridiculuuſly abſurd, falſe 
in Fact, inconfiftent with the Meaſnres her 


Kelations and therefore require rather 
tire utmoſt Contempt than the leaſt Reſent- 
ment. 


The Perſons concern'd, hope their gener) 
Character and Reputation in the World, will 
not ſuffer Wiſe Men to cenſure them raſhly 
in this part, or befi: ve them capable of any 
Deſigns upon the Eſtate of their Relation 
which had the treated them with the leaſt 
Duty or Reſpect, they were always ready, 
as well as able, to encreaſe rather than dimi- 
niſh ; and it was always their Trouble, that 
ſhe would not put ir into their Power to 
ſow their Care and Tenderneſs for her that 


ay. ; 

But if any be ſo haſty or Malicious, as to 
entertain Notions ſo vile of them; we refer 
them to examine the ſteps we have taken with 
her Eſtate How when ſhe was taken 
from her Lodging, we immediately inven- 
toried all her Goods hefore ſufficient Wit- 
neſs; how not the leaſt Trifle has been Em- 
bezell'd, but the Account of every thing ſo 
exactly taken, and ſo carefully -kept, and 
fince ſo publicly and punctually return'd, 
that tho' ſe is in the worſt hands ſhe can 
well be imagin'd to fall into, they cannot 

retend th: leaſt matter is loſt or Emberell'd 

ut every thing reſtor'd ro her, at the firſt 
demand of the Law And they heartily 
with the Hands ſhe is now mannag” by, may 
be able to Diſcharge themſelves with the 
like Care. | 

Next to this, We deſire all that haſtily 
take up with this Charge, to remember that 
we upon taking out rhe Commiſſion of 
Lunacy a forcſaid, gave ſuch unqueſtioned 
Security to be accountable for her Eſtate, as 
no one in their Wits can reconcile to a Defign 
of Embezling it. 

But to paſs this by. as what Our Innocence 
of prompts us to think nor worth our No- 
tice, we proceed to the perſonal Treatment, 
which theProſecurtors are ſuClamorous about. 


And here we the Releations of this Perſon 
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upon all oecafions given it as b Opinion, W 


cannot but think we have a great deal of 
Wrong done us, fince as tis true on one 
hand, that we did entirely leave her to the 
Conduct and Direction of the Phytician, to 
whoſe Care we committed the Matter of her 
Cure, and whoſe Reputation we hope will 
Clear us of any Intentional Evil, ſo we 
hope no Man will believe we did hot delire 
ſhe ſhould be Treated with all poſſihle Deceo- 
c 1 2 and alſo we did believe 
was ſo.

Abſolutely neceſſary therefore, to the Cir- 
cumftances, are the Articles of Conſinement, 
forcible cenveyance to a proper. place, obli- 
ging the Patient to conform to the Directi- 
ons preſcrib'd by the Phyfician, to v 
Charge the Perſon is Committed; ſo tha 
we may conceive, the ſtreis of this part of 
the Charge lyes upon, and will be juſtified 
by. the firſt Enquiry, wncther ſhe was a Lu- 
natick or no? | 

If the was a Lunatick, which we are ſ 
to ſay is too plain j; then the tendereſt 21 
moſt Compaſſionate thing, the deareſt Rela- 
tion could do, was to put her into à Me- 
thod of Cure. 

That this muſt be a force, and cannot be 
undertaken without ſome Violences in Me- 
thod, is the Misfor of tho Diſtemper, 
and wholly owing to the Necellity, not at 
all to be charg'd upon her Relations, to 
c_ the Occafion is particularly Affli- 

ing.
